Kid actors are notoriously brats, 
but the flaming exception to this rule 
is red-headed, freckled Eddie Hodges.

In 1960 a teenager from 
Queens, New York, whom no 
one had ever heard of, zoomed 
to stardom on one recording 
and overnight became the na- 
tion's most sought-after singer. 

Brian Hyland cut "Itsy Bitsy 
Teenie Weenie Yellow Polka 
Dot Bikini", which had already 
sold over a million copies be- 
fore most of the nation decided 
they didn't care much if they 
ever heard it again. But this 
was not the case with the sing- 
er involved. 

When Brian recorded "Itsy 
Bitsy", it was just a lot of fun, 
and the Brian of today bears 
little resemblance to the Cin- 
derella boy of 1960.

of both — and then some. It's only 
naturalf Fer while she may seldom 
seem to have a serious thought in her 
head, a good deal of her time is ac- 
tually spent worrying. 

To state it simply — she’s growing 
up, passing through a chaotic period 
of change which is causing her to look 
different . . . act different. . . feel 
different, An entirly new person is in 
the process of being born. Biological- 
ly speaking the thyroid enlarges, the 


_heart and lungs begin growing — at 


often triple their previous rate. Even 


skin texture is changed. Hardly an or- 


gan is left untouched as a lanky little 
girl is transformed into a_ graceful 
young woman. 

On top of all this physical turmoil, 
the teenager finds herself thrown into 
new emotional relationships. It be- 
comes necessary (and normally so) 
for her to challenge the authority of 
parents and teachers. The complex 
problem of loyalty to girl friends who 
have suddenly become competitors 
must also be resolved. 

Then there are the pressures of in- 
creased school work, worries about 
college and career — plus the normal 
concerns involved in just staying alive 
in this hectic 20th Century. Add them 
all up and it’s no wonder the teenage 
girl often finds herself in a bit of a 
spin —- succeeds much of the time in 
perplexing not only herself but her 
parents as well. 

Basically, the teenage girl is faced 
with two major tasks — she must leave 
childhood behind to explore the new 
world of adult femininity, and she 
must define her own personal identity 
— find out just who she is in terms 
of the world outside the shelter of 
her family. 

It’s not an easy job and a good 
deal of the time she’s at odds with 
herself. One part of her wants to re-

The inevitable struggle that results 
shows itself in seesaw behavior — 
she acts one minute like a young wo- 
man, the next as a child; swings from 
furious energy to lackadaisical lazi- 
ness.

of the things which parents should 


learn both to expect and accept with- 
out completely understanding. Their 
best role at this time is to stand by as 
a kind of guide and shock absorber 
— giving credit when mature judge- 
ment is shown and .encouragement 
when lapses occur. 


One thing all teenage girls share 
is @ great need for group approval or, 
to put it more simply — popularity. 
And since they feel that one of the 
main factors influencing their popu- 
larity is apperance, they spend more 
time thinking about this than almost 
anything else.

Today’s teenager is much more for- 
tunate on this score than was her 
mother, for there is much she can do 
to improve her appearance. With 
everything from make-up to maga- 
zines which are geared especially 
to her particular interests and pro- 
blems, there is no need for any girl in 
her teens to feel unhappy about the 
way she locks. 

A good figure, high on the list of 
wished-for improvements in the status 
quo, is easy to come by through ex- 
ercise -with the development of 
foundation garments especially de- 
signed for the growing figure. There 
are foundations to be found for every 
size and shape of a teenager, and for 
every teenage activity; lightweight 
girdles to smooth bumps into curves, 
pantie girdles to be worn under 
slacks and shorts, brassieres to shape 
or round-out the maturing bustline.

absence of full skirts for the girl who 
hasn’t completely lost her baby fat. 

Confidence in her appearance 
coupled with the assurance that her 
family is behind her can do much to 
help the teenage girl through most of 
the ‘dilemmas she’ll have to face. The 
most important thing is for everyone 
to keep a sense of perspective and
